NEWCHWANG, April 8&—{Exclusive Dispatch. ]- Everything 
was quiet on the Yalu River when dispatches were sent from that 
point north of Antung this morning to Gen. Kondfadvoitch in this 
city. Japanese gunboats have not gone as far north as Antung, 
and at present the enemy seems to be only taking care of its 
supplies at several landing points at the estuary of the river south 
of Yongampo. No forces have been sent by Gen. Kouropatkin 
southeast to strengthen the infantry, artillery and cavalry 
operating under the direct command of Gen. Kashtalinsky, whose 
headquarters are at Funghwang. He has surrendered control of 
the Third Brigade of Eastern Siberian Rifles. to Maj.-Gen. 
While there is no method of learning the precise extent of 
the Russian troops guarding the roads from the Yalu to Hai 
Cheng, Liao Yang and Mukden, it is known that the Second Si- 
berian Infantry Division, two regiments of trans-Baikal cavalry, 
the Seventh East Siberian Rifle Brigade, two regiments of Eastern 
Siberian artillery, an infantry brigade of Siberian Fusileers, the 
First Brigade of Russian Infantry of the Line and twenty 
companies of the infantry from Vladivostok aresomewhere in 
the territory east of the Tai. Yang River on roads that cover 
about sixty miles of the Yalu.
